JUST THE PROLOGUE 


The unemployment insurance bill 


introduced by Assemblyman Groves 
contains 
39 
printed 
pages, 
of 


which the first three are covered 
with a 
definition 
of 
"legislative 


intent," and "public 
policy dec- 


laration." an unusual way o£ framing 
laws but one of increasing popularity 
at Madison. 


To the uninitiate a declaration of 


"legislative intent" sounds more as 
though the bill drafter wrote: "I know 
what I want to accomplish but I am 
not sure I can express it," a statement 
one hesitates to make concerning an 
instructor in the university like Mr. 
Groves. 


The prologue to this measure is it- 


self a matter of importance even if it is 
bad form to put into laws so much of 
argument, a temptation the debater 
seemingly cannot resist. 


And since the legislature wishes, by 


this prologue, to bare its inmost 
thought and divulge the surging rea- 
sons that start in on its sometimes 
ponderous way we may analyze them 
for what they are worth. 


Says the prologue: "The burden of 


irregular employment now falls di- 
rectly and with crushing force on the 
unemployed worker 
and his family, 


and results in an excessive drain 
on agencies for private charity and for 
public relief." Not a -word is said about 
harm to the employer. Of course he 
is happy to draw the fires and shut and 
lock the door. A factory with cob- 
webbed windows must be an attrac- 
tive picture to its officers. 


Surely it cannot be that this "legis- 


lative intent" is one-eyed. It will con- 
sider the employer later. 


It continues: "In good times and in 


bad times unemployment is a heavy so- 
cial cost, now paid mainly by wage 
earners. Industrial and business units 
in Wisconsin should pay at least a part 
of this social cost caused by their own 
irregular operations." 


Here Mr. Groves comes to a sudden 


conclusion and an error/ His theory is 
that the industry shall set aside a small 
amount for the worker and that the 
worker's share of the loss of unem- 
ployment is in the small amount re- 
ceived. 
So far the worker has re- 


ceived only benefits, the employer only 
a liability and whether he can affor.d 
it or not. But, of course, some consid- 
eration will be given the employer be- 
fore we finish. 


How much more certain would we 


be to maintain firm stability did we 
place the burden in the same specie 
of payment and upon all shoulders at 
once, so man}" dollars upon industry 
and so many dollars upon the worker, 
all collected during davs of prosoer- 
ity? 


But the prologue goes on: "To as- 


sure somewhat steadier work and wag- 
es to its own employes, a company 
can reasonably be required to build up 
a limited reserve for unemployment, 
and 'out of this to pay unemployment 
benefits to its workers based on their 
wages and length of service." 


This is an assertion of a fact which 


in instances is true and in others is not 
true. Many companies cannot afford, 
unfortunate!}-, to do anything of the 
kind. What about such companies? 
Has all the balni been extracted from 
Gilead ? 


Again the roving finger writes: "A 


sound system of unemployment re- 
serves, contributions and 
benefits 


should induce and reward steady oper- 
ations by each employer, since he is in 
a better position than any other agen- 


: cy to share in and reduce the social 


cost of his own irregular employment." 


The latter part of that sentence was 


never written by a man who ever em- 
ployed anyone. That is not only a 
fallacy, it is a sophistry. Who in the 
world ever started the idea that the 
employer is in a better position than 
anyone else to stop unemployment? 
What makes unemployment more than 
too much competition? Is the paper 
manufacturer resoonsible for the build- 


ing of competing plants? How can he 
stop it? Is a concern manufacturing 
automobiles responsible for the fact 
that there are too many manufacturers 
of automobiles? Did General Motors 
induce Cord to bring out a car? Is 
Henry Ford backing the Chevrolet? 
And, we suppose, local merchants 
brought the chains to town? 


But, since we are reading romance, 


let us continue the story: "A more 
adequate system of free employment 
offices should be provided at the ex- 
pense of employers, to place workers 
more efficiently and to shorten the 
periods between jobs." Shall nothing 
be done excepting at the expense of 
employers? Are employers in fact a 
flock of geese quietly repairing to their 
roosts every evening to lay golden 
eggs? If they are this prologue is true, 
but only then. 


The details of this proposed law will 


be treated separately but much can- 
not be expected from such a mistaken 
introduction. One who may think 
he knows something of the practical 
operations of industry must feel he is 
walking on a shivering lake of pitch 
with no shore* in sight.

THE RELIEF CAMPAIGN 


Leaders in the campaign to raise 


$30,000 for relief purposes in Appleton 
this winter should not feel disappointed 
because contributions reported thus 
far do not total the goal set for the 
campaign. In view of unsatisfactory 
business conditions and the unsettled 
tax situation the response of Appleton 
people to the appeal has been quite 
gratifying and it indicates a willing- 
ness to make real sacrifices for those 
less fortunate. 


When all the subscription cards still 


outstanding are reported it is probable 
the total contribution will be quite in 
excess of $20,000, to which must be 
added contributions made to other re- 
lief organizations operating in the city 
and those made directly to the city 
poor department. -It is quite probable 
that the total amount available to pri- 
vate charitable organizations will be 
at least equal to the sum expended by 
Home Aid last year. 


One of the most disturbing factors j 


encountered in the campaign was the i 
tendency of a number of otherwise 
I 


large givers to withhold their subscrip- ; 
tions pending the legislative session in 
Madison. Their position is essentially 
that if the drastic taxation program 
sponsored by the LaFollette adminis- 
tration is adopted they will be taxed 
so large a portion of their incomes for 
relief purposes that they will be un- 
able to assist private charities. 


The campaign committee, recogniz- 


ing this situation, should hold the cards 
of these persons until after this legis- 
lative program is disposed of, and ii 
the tax drain is not as severe as is now 
anticipated they should be seen again 
and induced to contribute their share 
to the community fund. 


The fund now at hand will go a long 


way toward alleviating distress this 
winter. With such contributions as 
still will be made and with the chari- 
table organizations working together 
under the leadership of Judge Keine- 
mann who heads the Citizens Relief 
and Welfare council, there should be 
no real hardship in Appleton the com- 
ing year.
